Irrigation Project in Alberta 


While the cold weather has natural- 
ly interferred «with the work on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway’ big. irriga- 
tion dam at Bassano, Alberta, accord- 
ing to advices received recently there 
are still two hundred men engaged in 
pushing forward the big project. The 
concrete work on the big dam is ex- 
pected to be finished by the end of 
June, and then there remains to be 
done a larg 
It is stated fh 


be finished. 

The dam is the biggest structure of 
its kind, now under construction in 
Canada, It is being built on the Bow 
River at a point locally known as 
Horse: Shoe Bend, about three miles 
south west of Bassano, which is 83 
miles East. of Calgary. The dam isa 
composite structure, consisting ofa 
long and high earthen embankment 
on the south hank of the river and a 
reinforced concrete spillway in the 
existing river channel. When com- 


pleted the earthen embankment will | 


have a total jength of aver 7,000 feet, 
it will have-a-maximum height of 45 
feet and will be 350 feet wide at the 
base at its highest point. It will con- 
tain one million cubic yards of ma- 
terlal, The function of the dam ts 
to divert water into the main canal of 
the C.P.R.'s irrigatlom system in-Al- 
berta. In this province the Ganesan 
Pacific is irrigating over 3,000,000 
avres! of land, which is generally ac- 
cepted to be the most productive and 
richest land in Western Canada.

When Lord and Lady Dufferin set 
out from Winnipeg in September 1877,

;the Canadian West 10,109 miles of 
| railway—more than one-third of the 
| total mileage in all Canada, and this 
| refers only to the three prairie prov- 
inces—the country between the head 
of Lake Superior and the Rocky 
mountains. In Manitoba there are 
3,796 miles of railway, in Saskatche- 


| Increase of 1,460 miles over the mile- 
age of 1911, and an increase of six 
thousand miles over the mileage of 
ten years ago. 

And the great fact must be borne in 
mind—great as are the railway facil- 
ities of the West, they are not ade- 


vigorously prosecuted by three great 
railway companies the needs of trans- 
portation services keep ahead of the 
railway companies. 

The West outgrows its railway fac- 
{lities about as fast as a healthy boy 
outgrows his clothes. 

The first census taken after Canada

| Immense Structure Will Unite the 

Cities of Edmonton and Strathcona 

Next to the rebuilding of the La- 
! chine Bridge at Montreal, the largest | 
{bridge construction work being done 
by the C. P. Ry. at present is the 
{ erection of a large high level bridge 
at Edmonton, Alta, Since August, 
1910, the railway has been at work 
on the big construction which will be- | 
fore many months span the Saskatche- 
wan river from side to side and unite} 
the cities of Edmonton and Strathcona 
in a Greater Edmonton, The new 
bridge will be 2,800 feet long and 200 
feet above water level, and will cost 
over $1,500,000, There will be two 
decks, the upper for the carrying of | 
| the Canadian Pacific tracks and street 
railway tracks, and the’ lower deck for | 
passenger and vehicular traffic. John 
B. Gunn & Sons, of Winnipeg, were 
awarded the contract for the substruc- 
ture and commenced the work of ex- 
cavating the pier foundations, in Aug: 
ust, 1910. When the river was frozen 
over, cofferdams were built, and the 
two main piers in mid stream were 
raised above water level before the 
ice was broken up in the spring. Night 
}and day shifts were employed in order 
to accomplish this end. Foundations 
for all the piers were excavated last 
year and this year the concrete work 
was commenced. 

In excavating for the largest pler 
on the north side of the bridge thou- 
sands of cubic feet of earth were re- 
; moved. It was necessary to cut | 
| through a seam of coal seven feet in 
| thickness. This coal was found to be 
, of fairly good quality and as excavated 
was used for fuel for the engines op- 
erating the derricks. The thausands 
of cubic yards of gravel used were 
dredged from the river bed and wash- 
ed by a plant located at the scene of 
operation. The substructure of the 
bridge was completed in August last 
year. 

When completed the bridge will be 
supported by thirty-two plers and ped- | 
estals. There are four large central 
plers 138 feet high. The central pliers 
jare twenty feet square at the base. 
|The C.P.R. will occupy the centre of 


\ the bridge and on either side will run 
the street railway. Forty feet below 
the level of the tracks will be the tiaf- 
tie deck of the bridge with a roadway 
22 feet wide and an eight foot sid: 
valk on each side, As a result of the 
building of the new bridge the Fd- 
monton street railway will save 1S 
miles per day in the run betweea ld- 
monton and Strathcona as the dis. 
tance saved betweer the two points 
| by the erection of the new bridge is 
| one and one-eighth miles.

WILL ASSIST FARMERS 


Distributing Milch Cows 


Cc. P. 
Among Settlers in Alberta. 


One more instance of the continual | 
efforts made by the Canadian Pacific 


Railway to assist the farmers of 
Western Canada has come to light. 
The C. P. R. has recently purchased 
a shipment of 45 carefully selected 
milch cows from the vicinity of Owen 
Sound, Ontario, for the shipment to 
the Canadian Pacific Demonstration 
‘arm at Strathmore, Alta,, next spring. 
These cows will be distributed among 
the English settlers in the ready- 
made farms colonies for use until 
1913. The plan was adopted on a 
smaller scale some years ago owing | 
to the difficulty of securing good milch 
cows in Alberta, and with the {dea 
of assisting the ready-made farmer to 
improve his stock. Next spring the 
shipment will be distributed in 
bunches of five or six to be held by 
the settlers for one year without pay- 
ment of interest or money; at the end 
of that time they may be returned to 
the company or purchased at the cost 
price to the Canadian Pacific Rail-! 
way. They will be wintered and test- 
ed at the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Demonstration Farm at Strathmore. 

C. P. R. officials believe that by in- 
augurating schemes of this sort, the 
Western farmers are materially help- 
ed,

THE USES OF HORSE HAIR 


White Hair Made Into Violin Bowe— 
Biack Ones for Variety of Pur. 
Poses. 

The subject of the preparation of 
horse-hair for commercial purposes 
is a very attractive one, tho process 
being curious agd very elaboiate. 

The horse-hair arrives ‘n balos, 
weighing about half a ton each, 
and valued at §600. The chief sourc- 
es of supply are Great Britain North 
and South Amefica, Australia, Ger- 
many, Russia and China. The tails 
supply the best bair because they are 
hard, the manes being soft, and there- 
fore of inferior value. 

The long hairs are suitable for par- 
ticular purposes, but those of ordin- 
ary length are prepared for stuffing 
furniture and other upholstering work. 

The hair is first sorted over suction 
screens, which draw out and carry 
away the dust. Color forms the first 
asls of classification, black, white and 
grey hair being sorted out, and after 
this the hair is divided up, according 
to its various lengths and Ite quality. 
That which is to appear black is dyed 
{n logwood, washed and dried. Then 
the various hairs are mixed in separ- 
ate heaps, to make stuffings of various 
values. After this the material pass- 
es through a series of mixing machin- 
es or mills, provided with exhaust to 
extract any dust which remains. 

The hair is now spun into ropes, 
which are again twisted on themselv- 
es, and by a third operation further 
twisted into a convolute shape. They 
are then soaked in cold water for two 
hours, after which they are baked in 
a temperature of over 350 degrees 
Fahenhelt for twelve hours. This 
damp heat destroys all vaccerla life 
that might possibly exist in the hair, 
and also fixes the curl, and the ropes 
are hung up to cool for three days. 

The inferior qualities are then un- 
twisted and carded by machinery 
while the good- qualities are opeaed 
out and carefully hand-carded. 

The very finest grades cost up to 
$1.75 a lb. wholesale, and as it takes 
about forty pounds of hair to make 
a full-sized mattress, it will be seen 
that the cost to the ordinary: individ- 
ual fe rather prohibitive. The late 
Queen Victoria was very partial to 
horse-hair mattresses, and always in- 
sisted upon having the best quality of 
white horse-hair. 

The longest tails come from China 
and Russia, These are first disinfect- 
ed, then they are dipped in a bath of 
soft soap and soda, after which they 
are wet hackled to get out all the 
short fur. The sorted hairs are dry 
carded, being piled up on a board stud- 
ded with long pins, and drawn from 
the two ends between an old razor 
and the thumb to lengths of five inch- 


es. 

White hair, which is 30 in ches in 
length and upwards is used for violin 
bows. Black hair, which is slightly 
stronger, is used for bows for double 
basses. Shorter hair, agcording to its 
length, is tied into bundles, and is 
sold to hrush makers or to plume 
makers for ornamenting helmets and 
the bridles of cavalry horses. 

Long hair is also extensively em- 
ployed for weaving into hair-cloth for 
upholstery, in which a linen warp is 
used, and also in making the cloth 
which tailora use for stiffening the 
garments, when it receives a warp of 
cotion, 

The official wigs of judges and bar- 
ristere are made from specially pick- 
ed out hair, known as “dead” hair, be- 
cause {it has no glint upon it. 

The hair from the taille of cows anu 
oxen is also used for one or two pur- 
poses. The cow tails are dressed 
whole and undyed for export to South 
Africa for the use of the native. The 
natives insist on the hair being un- 
dyed, and they plate it into bangles 
and over snuff-boxes, as well as com- 
bine it with the wire which {s wound 
round sjamboks and sticks. They al- 
so use it for threading beads, 

Cow hair 1s also drawn for weaving 
into sleve bottoms, to form strainers 
for cooks and gunpowder manufac- 
turers, while horse-halr bags are used 
for ofl and cider presses and for brew- 
ers’ straining cloths. 

Lastly, goate hair from China and 
Tibet, being very soft, is used tn the 
manufacture of babies’ brushes,

‘OUTLETS FOR WHEAT 


HUDSON BAY ROUTE TO BE REM- 
EDY FOR TROUBLE 


Hon. Geo. E. Foster Advocates the 
Construction of Another Canadian 
Route to Europe by the Hudson Bay 
Railroad, as a Remedy for the Pree- 
ent Car Shortage. 


Ottawa, Ont—The moral drawn 
from the present car shortage in the 
West {8 to build more outlets for the 
wheat and rush to completion the con- 
struction of another Canadian route 
to Europe by the Hudson Bay rail- 
road, according to Hon. Geo. . Fos- 
ter, minister of trade and commerce. 
This was his conclusion in summing 
up the pres’ nt situation in the West 
in reply to a question by W. A. Buch- 
anan, M.’P, for Medicine Hat, who 
drew attention to the serious state of 
affairs In southern Alberta. 

Hon, Mr, Foster said that this was 
an exceptional year. The lateness of 
the harvest, the coal shortage, and 
the weather conditions, combined with 
a large output, all tended to make the 
situation acute. The conditions were 
undoubtedly serious, He had reason 
to belleve that the railroads 
doing all they could to meet the situa- 
tion. Hon. Mr. Foster quoted figures 
which went to show that more cars 
had been inspected in Winnipeg than 
any previous year, despite the short 
season. Up to December 41, 1908, 
there were 50,616 cars inspected; 1909. 
69,748; 1910, 59,124, and 1912, 83,124. 

Some 24,000 cars more were handled 
this year than last. He quoted figur- 
es also which showed that the C.P.R. 
had handled 13,000 more than last 
year. Despite this, the fact remain- 
ed that the railroads had been unsuc- 
cessful in taking away the farmers’ 
crops. The, elevators had particular 
difficulty in hauling the crop owing 
to the range of grain and their quall- 
ties. He had representatives of the 
three Western railroads meet him in 
Ottawa, and he urged on them to 
Hatt every effort to meet the situa- 
tion. : 


EUROPEAN POWERS STIRRED 


Italy's Indiscriminate Seizure of Ships 
Arouses the Powers 


London, Eng.—The uctivity of Ital- 
lan war vessels in the Mediterranean 
and the Red Sea is causing increasing 
uneasiness in shipping insurance 
circles. 

Several large insurances have been 
effected recently at Lloyds, a prem- 
{um of five per cent being enactéd to 
cover the risk of an outbreak of hos: 
tilities between France and Italy in 
the course of the next four months, 
and although there is no apparent rea- 
son for such an occurrence, the prem- 
lum of six per cent. was paid on the 
{risk of the outbreak of war between 
Great Britain and France and Germany 
within the next six months. 

The Italian action of stopping 
steamers irrespective of nationality 
and searching them for Turkish of- 
ficers and contrabrand is belleved to 
be an evidence of the determination 
of the Italian government to put an 
end to Turkish resistance in Tripoli 
as speedily as possible. 

It Js thought, however, that the Ital- 
fan action may give rise to complica- 
tions with those European powers 
whose shipping {!s put to inconven- 
fence. 

So far no action has been announc- 
ed by the British government in re- 
gard to seizure by Itallans of a num- 
her of Turkish officers including the 
famous Colonel Riza Bey from the 
British steamer Africa in the Red Sea. 

The Declaration of London which 
would permit the seizure has not yet 
been ratified by Great Britain and so 
British action may be made at any 
time, 

The stoppage of the Austrian-Lloyd 
ateamer Bregens {In the Red Sea is 
tikely to lead to an exchange of views 
between Austria and Italy.

HOME RULE BILL 


Mass Meetings Opposing Bill Sched- 
uled for English Towns 


London, Eng.—Political activity and 
excitement are increasing all the 
more rapidly in the United Kingdom

sult of a multitude of strikes and 
lockouts.

CONTINUE FIGHT

The rights 
of our little railway are analagous, 
and as good as the rights of any rail- 
way in Canada, and we will fight for 
our rights to the finish.” 


BRITAIN IS WARNED 


“With Germany and Japan. Its a Ward 
and a Blow,” Says Strategist 

London, Eng.—A gloomy prophecy 
as to the probability of conflicts in the 
Pacific coast was made by the well- 
known lecturer on military strategy. 
T. W. M. Maguire at a meeting of the 
Royal Colonial Instititute. 

Mr, Maguire described the Pacific 
ocean as the “strategic centre of man- 
kind,” and warned both the United 
States and Great Britain that “noth- 
Ing could give them security but a 
race of military men, as with nations 
lke Germany and Japan it was a word 
and a blow.” 

The yellow race, he said, were going 
to demand equality of treatment. Jap- 
an was at present Great, Britain's 
alley, but that would only last as long 
as the British alllance was worth hav- 
ing. 


MacKenzie & Mann In Stee! Business 

Port Arthur, Ont.—Acting for Mac- 
kenzie and Mann and an English sy- 
dicate, J. Dix Fraser, manager of the 
Aticocan Iron company, and the Mac- 
kenzie and Mann concern have sub- 
mitted to the city a proposition for 
the establishment here of a five mil- 
lion dollar steel plant. 

The city will give a site of 400 ac- 
res at Bare Point, and a fixed assess- 
ment for 20 years of $50,000, except 
for school and local improvement 
taxes. 

Mr. Fraser estimates that in the 
{ron ore areas, of which Mackenzie 
and Mann has control, and for which 
they are seeking development, is ore 
enough to keep a steel plant running 
for 175 years. 

Those include the Aticocan, Moose

A militia order recently issued con- 
tains the notice that as the Ross rifles 
and bayonets become available for 
use all Lee-Enfield rifles and bayonets 
will be withdrawn. 


Says Rallways Must Toe the Mark. 


Ottawa.— In regard to the rumor 
that the enforcement of the recent 
decision of the railway commission in 
the Regina case would be deferred 
until after the forthcoming investiga- 
tion by the commission, with a view 
to determine an equitable basis for 
the whole scale of railway rates in 
the West, Commissjoner McLean stat- 
ed that no order has gone out to stay 
‘the Regina rates order, nor is any 
‘such order likely to be made. The 
Railways as ordered will have to file 
new tariffs on or before April 1, doing 
away with all discrimination, 


C, P. R. May Get Line Into Boston 

Portland, Maine.—A report was 
current here recently that the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway had planned to 
checkmate the efforts of the Giand 
Trunk to enter Boston to gain control 
of the Allan Line of the trans-Atlantic 
steamships and building a New line of 
railroad to connect with {ts present 
terminal at Newport, and to run dir- 
ectly into Boston, The report is that 
the Canadian Pacific had purchased 
a controlling interest in the 
Lina.

LESSON V.—FIRST QUARTER, FOF 
FEB, 4, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. ii, 1-12 
Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden Text 
Isa. xlv, 22—Commentary Preparec 
by Rev. D. M Stearns. 


Although it is but a few weeks since 
we had this portion as a Christina: 
lesson, we come to it again with grea 
desire to know more intimately Hin 
of whom it speaks, Jesus, King of the 
Jews, that we-may worship Him as He 
says we should and as the Father de 
sires, “In spirit and in truth” (Joho 
iv, 28). Remember His own words it 
the wilderness, “Thou shalt worshi, 
the Lord thy God, and Him only shali 
thou serve” (chapter iv, 10); also the 
words of the heavenly messenger tc 
John in Patmos when he fell down tc 
worship at his feet, “See thou do Ii 
not; * * * worship God” (Rev. xix, 
19; xxil, 9), Mere mouth and lip wor 
ship He hates and all that is taught by 
commandments of men (chapter xv 
7-9; Isa. 1, 13, 14; xxix, 14). It is the 
heart that He has regard to. He 
soarcheth the heart and tries the reins 
and desires truth in the inward parte 
(I Sam, xvi, 7; Jer. xvii, 10). 

In these days the Lord Jesus Christ 
le very little spoken of or thought of 
as King of the Jews, and the chureh 
as a Whole has no use for Israel as @ 
nation and does not want to hear ot 
the return of Christ, seemingly having 
no place in her faith for the words oi 
the prophet who predicted His birth 
at Bethlehem, and spoke of Him as “a 
governor that shall rule my people 
(srael” (lesson verse 6; Mic. Vv, 2), 
Nathaneal spoke of Him as “the Son ot 
God, the King of Israel,” and Zephan: 
fah in phophetic vision saw Him ag 
“the King of Israel, even Jehovah, in 
the midst of Jerusalem” (John {, 49; 
Zeph. ili, 14, 15). Oh, for such vision 
now and the zeal and devotion of these 
wise men from the east! The same 
city Jerusalem, to which they came 
seeking Him In order to worship Him 
shall yet be His throne, and all the 
nations shall be gathered unto It te 
the name of the Lord, to Jerusaler 
(Jer. ill, 17). Then shall the Lore 
stain the pride of all glory and bring 
into contempt all the honorable of the 
earth. He shall startle many nations 
as thelr kings shall see and consider 
that which they had not heard, and 
thereafter, they will be glad to bring 
their wealth to Israel and show forth 
the praises of the Lord (Isa. xxili, 9; 
ili, 15, R, V., margin; ix, 5, 6). Then 
shall all such as Herod have some 
cause to be troubled, for all kings and 
mighty men as well as people in or. 
dinary life shall call to mountains and 
rocks to fall on them and hide them 
from the face of Him on the throne 
and from the wrath of the Lamb (Rev 
vi, 15-17). It is in reference to that 
time that we have the exhortation, “Be 
wise now, therefore, O, ye kings; * ‘ 
* kiss the Son lest * * * ye perish’ 
(Ps. fi, 10-12). What.a long conflict 
it has been since it started in Eden; 
how muteh’:the saints have sufferec 
and still suffer, and children, too, be 
cause of the hatred of the great ad 
versary, the murderer, the father ot 
lies, the devil. Who ‘would not pray 
that the kingdom of righteousness 
might come and the adversary be ban 
ished from the air and the earth? Can 
we wonder that the great King har 
said that He will not rest until it come 
to pass that we are not to rest no1 
give Him rest until it come (Isa, xxxii 
1, 17; Ixil, 1-7). If all believers were 
right with God, seyking first His king 
dom, worshiping Him with their treas 
ures as these wise men did, woulc 
there not be an abur:dance of men anc 
money to carry th» gospel every: 
where? 

The vast majority at so-called believ: 

ers seem to be asleeg, utterly indif. 
ferent to the worldwide opportunities. 
Neither the gospel, nor He of whom 
it tells can fail (Isa. xilf, 4; lv, 11) 
The church will be completed, hut whc 
can tell how much we may be hinder 
ing? It is high time to awake, to 
arise from the dead things and people 
all about us and become spirit filled 
to buy up the opportunities. Like 
aged Simeon, these men recognized 
the young child as the king whom they 
had come to worship. What a con 
trast between them and the man whc 
sold the Lord Jesus Christ to His en 
emies for thirty pleces of silver! 
What is your estimate of Him? Is é 
bit of this world’s pleasure or treasure 
more to you than He fs, or is He tc 
you the altogether lovely one? De 
you spend little on yourself compared 
with what you would give to Him‘ 
How far would you gladly journey tc 
make Him known to others? At leas! 
twelve times in this gospel tt Is 
written “that it might be fulfilled” o1 
“then was fulfilled” (1, 22; i, 15, 17 
23; iv, 14; vill, 17;°xil, 17; xffl, 45; xxi 
4; xxvi, 66; xvily 9, 35), reminding us 
of His own words after His resurrec 
tion, “All things must be fulfilled 
which were written * * * concerning 
Me” (Luke xxiv, 44). I believe that 
our devotion to Him will be in pro 
portion to our confidence in Him at 
the fulfiller and fulfillment of all 
Scripture. If He is to us not only our 
Saviour from the wrath to come and 
our deliverer from the power of pres:
